and queens of the western world, was

ents. 
Wives of Olllne.it; emperors arc 


rarely or never chosen for their tank, 
but according to their comeliness from 
the Celestial view. 


When an heir to the throne of China 


Is of marriageable ago many pretty 
Tartar girls—thousand F<,nietlm.s--are 
summoned to reklne. where the older 
women of the Imperial household study 
them. sending the less attractive ones 
away gradually till only a few remain.
